~ WHITH POINTS ON 
~DRY-FARMING 


Former Resident of South Africa 
Mildly Refutes Former 
Arguments 


Editor Wainwright Star. 
Sir: 

Relative to your Dry Barr m- 
ing article in a recent Srar. 
That subject should of course 
be of great interost to cultivat- 
ors of the soil in the Wain- 
wright district—but because a 
thing works well in one place 
under one set of circumstances 
is not always proof that it is 
well to expect similar results 
in another place so far removed 
and in different zones. as the 
Wainwright and Lichtenburg 
districts. 

I know both districts and 
have to remark as follows. In 
the Lichtenburg district the 
soil is mustly of a reddish, fairly 
rich, sandy nature, going down 
many feet in depth, but votice- 
ably sandy, if it got moistened 
for that depth it would retain 
that moisture well and because 
it is sandy at the depth where 
in the Wainwright district 
there would be a hard clay, the 
plant root will grow deeper and

and is of a very hard nature, 
and in the Jast five years I’ve 
only seen one season when the 
wet percolated well into it—, 
during the other more usual 
years the surface loam retained 
a certain amount of moisture, 
varying according to the way 
in which it was worked and the 
amount of cultivation it had 
had. If the land was of a 
sandy nature without a clay, 
subsoil it retained moisture at 
a depth better than the clay, 
because it percolated the sand 
and did not the clay, but the 
sandy soil here is not capable 
of producing like the Lichten- 
burg, or Marico, or Rustenburg, 
or Ermelo, etc., districts of the 
Transvaal or even Rhodesian 
sandy soils. My observances 
along these lines make me _ be- 
lieve.that soils and sands are 
like people,—we sliould take 
them as we find them, and inas- 
much as we should prefer to 
know early in the game, the 
local “Government Experimen- 
tal Farm” (a necessity in all 
new countries) is where we 
should be able to obtain guid- 
ance, 

It would seem that to retain 
moisture the ground should be 
deep, but if the hard clay sub- 
soil of the Wainwright district 
was worked up too quickly 
with the loam, the ground 
would be toosluw. People say 
that after a few years when 
more of the land is broken up, 
that we shall not get early 
frosts—then will be the time, 
if it comes soon enough, to 
deepen our soil and thereby re- 
tain more moisture. 

It is ull very fine for ‘some to 
say that moisture should be re- 
tained, but people can’t retain 
what they don't get, and I've 
seen most of my séasons in the 
Wainwright district when the 
subsoil never got wet ; And I've 
seen it rain in the Transvaal 
so frequently that the ground 
had two inches of water all over 
it in less than ten minutes, and 
cultivated land under aS cir- 
cumstances gets something that 
it gets a chance to retain.

Relative to a frost proof 
wheat—we know here by ex- 
perience that anything with 
moisture in it is capable of be- 
ing frozen. Even a stick of 
plain chocolate, therefore it is 
not reasonable to expect wheat 
not Lo freeze before thoroughly 
dry; The crop must muture 
early and that is a matter most- 
ly of season,—moisture, heat 
and light, the first ot which 
they are chiefly now discuss- 
ing. 

I do not wish it thought that 
Iam “knocking” the idea sug- 
gested in Argus’ letter but I 
know by experience that the 
conditions are not the same in 
both cases neither are the 
causes or the effects. 

Finally—I wish to say that 
the “Agricultural Journal” that 
was distributed in the Trans- 
vaal » few years ago when I 
was there-was probably one of 
the best publications of its class 
issued anywhere;and I know 
that it was the policy of the

Submarine fiddling is the latest de- 
vice adopted Oy the nited States 
navy to make more effective its means 
of communication during time of war. 
’. The phrase’ tersely desttibes the 
plan. employed for bignalling from 
submarine torpedo boats when oper- 
ating either on or under the surface; 
On one side of the vessel are two 
steel projections, to each -end of 
which is fastened a tightly-stretched 
wire that rests against the roughened 
rim of the wheel. : 
When the’ wheel: revolves the wire 
ie set in vibration as-a violin string 
is agitated when a bow drawn 
across it... The wheel which plays 
the part of a bow is connected by a 
shaft with an electric, motor, and the 
motor {is controlled by a Morse tele- 
graph key. When the key is. press- 
ed the wheel instantly begins to re 
volve and the wire is caused to vi- 
brate. ony : 
Any operator may use the key pre 
cisely as he would an ordinary tele- 
graph key, and vibrations are eet up 


‘in the wire’ corresponding to the dots 


and dashes of the Morse system. The 
receiver may be placed under water 
off shore and.connected by ordinary 
telephone wires with a fort or station 
on land. : : 

The invention was carefully tested 
on @ submarine torpedo boat at Hamp- 
ton Roads, and it was found that the 
vibration of the wire could be detect- 
ed at a distance of five miles, an or- 
dinary telephoné receiver being em- 


ployed to catch the message, which | I 


was transmitted from a station on 
shore.

A\- 
though hardy in respect of food, the 
horses require a good deal of care as 
to clothing, for fine coats and delicate 
skins make ‘thear very susceptible to 
colds.
